1 . SIDEWINDERS FOR SAUDI ARABIA. GENERAL FISH AND 

DOD BRIEFERS SPENT TWO HOURS WITH CONGRESSMEN FASCELL, 
BUCHANAN AND SOLARZ TO EXPLAIN THE PROPOSED SALE OF AN 
ADDITIONAL 2,000 SIDEWINDER MISSILES TO SAUDI ARABIA. 

THE MEMBERS WERE SKEPTICAL OF THE DOD ANALYSIS OF SAUDI'S 
NEED. FISH PROMISED TO PROVIDE COMPARATIVE STUDIES OF 
OTHER COUNTRIES TO JUSTIFY THE SIZE OF THE SALE, FOLLOWING 
REPEATED URGING BY SOLARZ. HE IMPLIED THAT THE FORMAL 
SUBMISSION OF THE LETTER OF OFFER WOULD BE DELAYED UNTIL 
THE SUBCOMMITTEE HAD RECEIVED AND ANALYZED THE REQUESTED 
MATERIAL, AND HAD RECEIVED ANSWERS TO ITS PRINCIPAL 
QUESTIONS. WE UNDERSTAND THAT FASCELL S SUBCOMMITTEE

2. MONTGOMERY MIA HEARINGS. PHIL HABIB WAS PRESSED 
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HARD AT THE MONTGOMERY HEARINGS BY PETE MCCLOSKEY FOR 
RELEASE OF THE NIXON LETTER TO NORTH VIETNAM PROMISING 
TO CONSIDER RECONSTRUCTION AID AS PART OF THE PARIS

THE SENATE TO ITS RESOLUTION OF ADVISE AND CONSENT TO 
RATIFICATION, I AGREED AFTER CONSULTATION WITH MONROE 
LEIGH THAT WE SHOULD COMPLY WITH THE SPANISH REQUEST AND 
INCLUDE THE SENATE LANGUAGE INSTEAD IN A NOTE TO BE 
HANDED TO THE FOREIGN MINISTER AT THE TIME INSTRUMENTS OF 
RATIFICATION ARE EXCHANGED. WE MAY HAVE SOME NEGATIVE 
REACTION FROM THE SENATE ON THIS, BUT IF ASKED WE CAN

TURKEY: ESENBEL CAME IN TO ASK ABOUT PROGRESS ON 
THE PRESIDENTIAL DETERMINATION (PD) REQUIRED FOR FMS

GRANTED A CONCESSIONARY INTEREST RATE FOR 1976 FMS CREDIT

EXPLAINED THAT THIS WAS PROBABLY NOT POSSIBLE, BUT 
AGREED TO LOOK INTO THE MATTER FURTHER. ESENBEL REPORTED 
THAT DOC MORGAN AND HAMILTON TOLD HIM THAT THEY EXPECT 
THE CONGRESS TO BE READY TO TAKE UP THE TURKISH DCA IN 
EARLY SEPTEMBER IF THE GREEK AGREEMENT IS ALSO READY FOR 
CONSIDERATION, ALTHOUGH THEY SAID MANY IN CONGRESS WOULD 
PREFER TO CONSIDER IT AFTER THE ELECTION 

EUROPEAN LABOR: I HAD A USEFUL TOUR D'HORIZON 
WITH IRVING BROWN, THE AFL-CIO REPRESENTATIVE IN EUROPE. 
ALTHOUGH REASONABLY SATISFIED WITH THE DIRECTION OF 
EVENTS IN SPAIN, HE IS LESS CONFIDENT ABOUT DEVELOPMENTS 
IN PORTUGAL, WHERE, HE BELIEVES, MUCH MORE NEEDS TO BE 
DONE TO BREAK THE POWER AND INFLUENCE OF INTERSINDICAL AS 
AN INSTRUMENT OF THE COMMUNISTS IN THE LABOR FIELD. HE 
RESPONDED MOST AFFIRMATIVELY TO MY OBSERVATION THAT THE 
AGRICULTURAL SECTOR IN SOUTHERN PORTUGAL WARRANTED 
GREATER ATTENTION AND SUGGESTED THAT THE PLANTATION 
WORKERS INTERNATIONAL TRADE SECRETARIAT, LED BY TOM BAVIN 
(AND HEADQUARTERED IN GENEVA) COULD BE MOST HELPFUL IN 
THIS REGARD IF IT HAD ADEQUATE SUPPORT. I TOLD HIM I 
WOULD LOOK INTO THIS. BROWN ALSO BELIEVES THAT THE COM- 
MUNISTS ARE GRADUALLY GAINING STRENGTH IN THE GREEK LABOR 
MOVEMENT LARGELY BECAUSE THE CURRENT TRADE UNION LEADER- 
SHIP IS CONTROLLED BY THE GOVERNMENT AND IS NOT TRULY 
RESPONSIVE TO OR REPRESENTATIVE OF THE REAL DEMOCRATIC 
TRADE UNION FORCES IN THE COUNTRY. IN ITALY, HE BELIEVES 
THE TIME HAS COME FOR A COALITION OF THE DEMOCRATIC AND 
ANTI-COMMUNIST ELEMENTS IN THE CHRISTIAN-DEMOCRATIC,
